LAND AND HARTLEY 
EATEDLY CLASH 
IN ECONOMY PROBE 


Accuse Each Other of 
Trying To Get Stanley’s 
Job; Chairman of In- 
dustrial Board Lashed. 


By The Associated Press. 

Sharp exchanges in which 
two key figures accused each 
other of trying to ‘“‘get’’ the job 
of Chairman Hal M. Stanley, of 
the State Industrial Board, 
featured the house economy 
committee’s probe of that de- 
partment yesterday. 

Max E. Land, former deputy 
director of the board, in ques- 
tioning A. J. Hartley, board 
secretary, asserted Hartley told 
him in a conversation last fall he 
was “anxious to get Stanley out.” 

“Trying To Get Job.” 

Hartley shot back: “You were 
trying to get. Mr. Stanley out so 
you could get his job.” 

“Why did you,” Land continued, 
“tell me you had enough on him 
to send him to the penitentiary 
and that you would have him out 
before frost?” 


“IT wanted to see what you were | 


holding back,” Hartley replied. “I 
had taken the job (of secretary) | 
under peculiar circumstances and 
I was anxious to find out every- 
thing I could about what had been 
going on.” 

Formal Charges. 

At another point in the hearing, 
Land clashed with Stanley. Com- 
mittee Chairman Wilmer D. La- 
nier warned them against _ 
sonalities. 

“You are both old men,” Lanier 
cautioned. 

Land, who lost his position with 
the department April 3 under an 
economy order, had filed formal 
charges against both Stanley and 
the board alleging “lack of econ- 
omy and a lack of justice; also un- 
ethical practices, nepotism and fa- 
voritism.” 

Stanley denied the Land charges, 
asserting: 

“There is not a word of truth in 
it—and he knows it.” 

Rising suddenly across the table, 
Land countered: 

“I told him what I thought of 
him, personally.” 

After Lanier’s warning, Stanley 
continued his brief déhial.

James V. Carmichael, of 
Smyrna, vice chairman of «the 
house economy committee, yester- 
day, urged that Georgia’s chain 
gangs be restored and made “such 
a hell they (criminals) won’t want 
to go to them.” 

Carmichael attacked ‘Georgia's 
recently reformed pénal system 
after Chairman Clem Rainey, of 
the parole board, testified 1,000 
prisoners were paroled last year, 
and 500 obtained clemency before 
completing minimum terms. 

The legislator said under the 
1938 law which abolished the 
chain gangs in favor of “public 
works camps,” Georgia’s penal in-

Strategic Turkey.

Great Britain and Germany, 


leaders of Europe’s two big rival 
camps, were engaged yesterday in 
a determined race for the favor of 
Turkey, strategic key to the con- 
tinent’s “back door.” 

While Britain intensified efforts 
to get Turkey and Bulgaria into 
the British-French bloc of nations, 
Chancellor Hitler in a _ surprise 
move assigned his veteran diplo- 
matic “trouble shooter,” Franz von 
Papen, as German “ambassador 
for special service” to Turkey. 

Key to Dardanelles. 

Turkey—like Bulgaria an ally of 
Germany in the World War—con- 
trols the Dardanelles straits which 
link the Mediterranean and Black 
seas. They gave the Allies much 
trouble’ in the last great conflict. 
The Black set is the “back door” 
to Europe, particularly Rumania 
and Russia’s Ukraine. 

Britain’s efforts were centered 
in conversations in Moscow, Sofia, 
Ankara and London. Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain told the house 
of commons that conversations 
were continuing with Russia, and 
it appeared that an announcement 
on Tsrkey would not come until 
the Soviet issue had been solved.

liament that “necessary contacts,” 
military and otherwise,Avould be 
maintained with all napons in his 
bloc.

The United States was not idle. 
In a dramatic step to insure that 
the United States army shall have 
world leadership in development 
of war planes, Colonel.

In Rome Premier Mussolini and 
the Hungarian premier, Count 
Paul Teleky, began conversations 
which Italy hoped would bring 
Hungary into the Rome-Berlin 
orbit.

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$1,500,000,000 Will Be 
Sought To Aid Needy 
During Fiscal Year. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(UP) 


President Roosevelt. today indicat- 
ed that within ten days he will 
ask congress, which ‘is fighting to 
pare relief costs and to scrap WPA, 
for $1,500,000,000 to finance aid to 
he nation’s needy during the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. 

Relief Shakeup Cited. 
The figure coincides with the 
one which Senate Majority Leader 
Alben W. Barkléy, Democrat, Ken- 
ticky, said would be submitted. 
The President, however, at his; 
press conference today, did not 
close the door to changes in it. 
Hé said the $1,500,000,000 estimate 
was in his‘ budget and while he 
saw nothing in the current situa- 
tion to force a revision, the amount 
still is under discussion. 

A sizeable cut in relief costs and 
repeal of “deterrent” taxes have 
been.sought by business to spur 
trade. The chief executive said he 
expected to confer next week with 
heads of the senate and house tax- 
making « committees, but other 
sources indicated these conversa- 
tions would evolve about contin- 
uation of present “nuisance” ley- 
ies and proposed “freezing” of pay 
roll taxes under the social security 
act, rather than about widespread 
revisions in corporate rates.

Chip is the glittering subject of / 


a biography by Marquis W. Childs 
in this week’s Saturday Evening 
Post. His growth from a Monti- 
cello, Ga., School boy into “a po- 
sition of supreme strategic ad- 
vantage at the exact center of the 
New Deal,” causes him to be laid 
before the American public as “the 
New Deal’s No. 1 Glamour Boy.” 

The story picks Robert up-at the 
height of his success today and 
tells how he got there. It even 
tells of his spectacular clash with 
DeLacey Allen in the recent Geor- 
gia legislature, describing the 
Dougherty county representative’s 
offer of fisticuffs in Grant: Field, 
his waiving of immunity when 
Robert sued for $50,000 and Rob- 
ert’s mysterious withdrawal of the 
suit.

“Lured Mills South.” 

Says Childs: 

“It is hard-working engineers 
such as Chip Robert who helped 
to build the Roosevelt organization 
in the first instance.” 

The development of Robert’s 
political career, as described by 
Childs, is closely interwoven with 
Robert’s search for dissatisfied 
manufacturers in New England in 
an effort to get them to .move 
south. Describing Chip’s argu- 
ments to those who “were de- 
pressed by high taxes, high wages 
and high freight charges on raw 
materials that came from the 
south,” Childs says: A 

“It was enough to move . the 
stoniest heart in New England.

acceptance of which he asserts, 
will usher in the thousand years 
of peace. 

Dr. Buchman has dedicated 
himself to the task of changing 
human nature, aside with 

t laugh the teachings of those 
p hers who - have persisted, 
through ages, in the theory that 
“human nature never changes. 

“If eyerybody cared enough; if 
everybody shared enough,” he said 

in his hotel suite, 
“wouldn’t there be enough?” 


World Is Pientiful. 

He is convinced there is enough 
in this world to care comfortably 
for everyone and that the solu- 
tion of world unemployment prob- 
lems lies in faith in God, and a 
willingness to share. 

“We must live,” he declared, “on 
the basis of faith and prayer. If 
we live on that basis, God runs 
the show. Where God guides, He 
provides the power to change the 
living and thinking of the unem- 
ployed. There is enough in this 
world for everyone's need, but 
not for everyone’s greed.” 

. Buchman knows his subject. 
He meets questions with neatly 
turned phrases that he has stored 
‘in an orderly brain. He de- 
livers these utterances semi-pon- 
tifically, semi-humanly, letting 
the words fall slowly and with 
careful enunciation that 
those who hear them may as- 
similate the thought behind them. 
He speaks in simple language, re- 
sorting, now and then to col- 
loquialisms to illustrate 
his point and to nourish in 
his listeners his most 
insistent of arguments that the re- 
ligious philosophy he espouses is 
not difficult; that it is merely a 
humansufrender toafundamental- 
ism of love and trust among hu- 
mans, not the familiar theory of 
violent and terrorizing fundamen- 
talism. 

To guide his thoughts easily 
into the minds of his listeners, 
Buchman has dipped into the dic- 
tionary and dusted off old and fa- 
miliar words that tread softly be- 
cause of their innocuous associa- 
tions in the memories of those 
who might resent overused every- 
day words because of their un- 
pleasant associations. 

He lets no one call the Oxford 
Group an organization. To him, 
it is an organism, a word he finds 
expressive of life and active 
growth but not of the limited 
boundaries of an organization.

In that there is less vio- 
lence, less hammering from with- 
out, more voluntary growth from 
within.

A National Issue. 

Over and over, he re-emphasizes 
the thought that the idea born in 
his mind in the rual confines of 
Pennsburg, Pa., in 1909, has blos- 
somed into a philosophy that has 
won the attention of the world. 
“It is a national issue every- 
where,” he mentions again and 
again. 

Peiiciura, Pa., is his native 
city, although he has spent most 
of the last 20 years in England, 
traveling to this country at times, 
over Europe at times. .Among his 
followers, he points with pride to 
young Englishmen, scions of fam- 
ilies long famous in the history 
of their country. With him on this 
trip are John Vickers, son of the 
Oil Vickers; and Miles Phillimore, 
son of a member of the house of 
lords, whose name also. is sy- 
nonymous with comfortable capi- 
talism.

He 
accomplished his work well, by 
winning the confidence of the 
young college men and remaining 
loyal to their secrets. 
Changes Leaders. 

“I picked out the hardest boy 
there,” Buchman explains today. 
“When I had won him over, the 
rest was easy. Then he went to 
Oxford University in England, to 
change the tough youngsters over 
there. He changed the leaders. 

This plan he follows today. 
Buchman “changes” the leaders in 
business and politics and depends 


on them to “change” their fol- 
lowers. 


“The United States,” he said 
yesterday, “needs an Amos—it 
needs that prophet note.” 

A bit difficult, he admitted, would 
be America’s politicians because of 
their tendency to -follow rather 
than to lead, their anxiety to 
please anyone ‘representing a vote. 

“To lead, we need someone who 
understands that the policy should 
be to give, but not get,” he points 
out. 

Teachings Reawaken Spirit. 

In the south, where America’s 
religion is most, thoroughly en- 
trenched, he believes there exists 
already the root of a great spirit- 
ual foundation. His philosophy, he 
points out, need disturb no active 
religious spirit that exists. His 
teaching merely reawaken that 
spirit. 

“Fundamentalism is strong in 
the south?” he repeated after one 
who was advising him. “Well, 
that’s just what this is—funda- 
mentalism. The foundations of a 
great faith. We need that faith in 
industry, in politics, in all our 
lives. Who could lead?” 

The selection of that leader is 
uppermost just now. 

“In this country,” he said, “our 
idea of religion is preaching on 
Sundays.” He waved his hand. 
“T’ve onl sitting all day during 
the weeks I have been here in the 
offices of business leaders. I be- 
lieve a great business leader might 
help the cause in this country. I 
was in the office of one leader 
who said: ‘What this country 
needs is more grand juries!’ That 
may be the philosophy of this 
country that he expresses. We 
need faith.” 

Urges Stopping War in Homes. 

The Sermon on the Mount is 
great, he believes, but— 

“We need the Sermon on the 
Mount as a practical force in the 
world today.” 

In England, he explained, the 


movement swept through Jlabor- 
ing classes when the labor lead- 
‘ers became interested and ulti- 
‘mately accepted the theory urg- 
ing it on their followers. Politi- 
cal leaders accomplished the same 
results, although he admits that 
most of the leaders who were 
changed, visited his meetings at 
first in an effort to embarrass him 
and break up this “new onslaught 
of capitalism.” 

As to war— 

“Stop war in the homes and 
you'll stop it in the world,” he 
preaches. “New men mean 
changed systems. It is all a part 
of thinking, a part of philosophy.

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personal reawakening; that brings 
about a national reawakening.

Democracy demands 
a spiritual foundation and we shall 
give it the foundation of great 
faith.” 

Buchman and his party were on 
their way to the Mount Berry 
schools at Rome, Ga.

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THE RELIEF IMPASSE 
The United States has witnessed, in the past 
three years, @ fight of increasing bitterness 
over each appropriation for federal relief ac- 
tivities, marked mainly by conflicting concepts 
of spending and relief without any deep con- 
sideration of the basic problems. 


This situation was particularly marked in 
the instances of the last two deficiency requests, 
in which voting for or against the appropria- 
tions was based solely upon factional lines and 
without due regard to the actual need. One 
school of thought contended that a certain sum 
was necessary to maintain the rolls at a pre- 
determined level. The second believed that the 
appropriation should be lowered and the coat 
cut to fit the cloth. The probability is that 
neither was right. 

Now that the President is preparing to enter 
another estimate of relief needs to carry the 
program during the next fiscal year, there is 
evidence that an attempt at a logical solution 
will be made, but a grave danger that this ef- 
fort will be obscured again by bitter factional- 
ism. These differences have become so grave 
that congress can hardly hope to function as a 
deliberative assembly unless both schools yield 
in their positions and approach the problem 
from the standpoint of the human factors in- 
volved. 

It is quite evident that the Works Progress 
Administration, at least partially through its 
own fault, has become enmeshed in a net that 
is seriously interfering with the service it is 
devised to perform. It is also evident that more 
information is needed of the background of 
relief; the relation of relief to private indus- 
try; the machinery for moving persons on re- 
lief back into private industry, either in trades 
for which they are trained, or through new 
training; the individual characteristics of those 
on relief and their relation to the need for re- 
lief, and finally, and most important, a method 
whereby it is possible to gauge the true needs 
for relief funds and the absorption of unem- 
ployed into private business. 

Congress will consider, probably before 
President Roosevelt makes his request for next 
year’s appropriation, the plan of Senator 
Byrnes, of South Carolina, prepared after an 
exhaustive personal investigation of the work 
relief problem. The Byrnes plan calls for elim- 
ination of six existing agencies in their present 
form, and the substitution of one department 
of the government under which will be brought 
the WPA, the PWA, the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, National Youth Administration, Procure- 
ment Division of the Treasury and the Bureau 
of Public Roads. By this method, the mistakes 
and miscenceptions that have brought WPA 
into a measure of disrepute would, if repeated, 
involve agencies which today stand proved in 
their value to the American people. Lumped 
together with the business of direct relief would 
be the CCC and the NYA, youth agencies which 
have performed their stupendous tasks in a 
manner that throws the WPA question into 
high relief. It may seriously be questioned 
whether the congress should risk the loss of 
prestige of these agencies and their methods 
by folding them into the single department 
plan of Senator Byrnes. 

Another factor which must be considered is 
that under the Byrnes bill the dispensing of 
relief is made a permanent element of the gov- 
ernmental structure at a time when it has not 
been determined definitely whether or not this 
would be desirable. Also, it perpetuates the 
federal expenditure of relief funds before there 
has been any determination of the question of 
whether it would not be better to return relief 
direction to the states and to the communities 
through federal grants. The Byrnes plan em- 
bodies changes in social security operation, 
shifting a large part of the burden to that 
agency, which, in contrast to work relief, is 
administered by the states. 

Under this, the Byrnes plan ‘is being rushed 
through congress before the request is made for 
funds for the new year, and apparently with- 
oyt due consideration of the elements in the 
bill that constitute a fundamental change in 
the nation's relief philosophy. It cannot be ex- 
pected that the investigation of the WPA now 
being conducted in the house will cast much 


little interest in the future other than the elim- 


ination of abuses in the present body. 


It would seem desirable that there be less 
concentration upon factional dispute over relief 
appropriations and considerably more atten- 
tion paid to the more serious questions posed 
in the bogging down of a system devised to 
relieve the crisis brought about by the bogging 
down of other elements in the national econ- 
omy. 


HUMANITY’S ANSWER 


Citizens of Atlanta will be offered an op- 
portunity to assist the distressed peoples of 
Europe and America in the annual campaign 
of the Atlanta Jewish Welfare Fund which is 
to be launched with a community dinner to- 
night. The campaign will continue for eight 
days with the Atlanta quota set at $115,000. 

There are 87 agencies listed with the fund, 
which asks for one contribution in one cam- 
paign with the funds distributed on a propor- 
tionate basis to each of the agencies. There are 
more than 800,000 Jews in distress in Central 
Europe. Their condition is desperate in the ex- 
treme. Thousands of children and thousands 
of old people are being added to this number as 
the aggressor nations continue to take territory. 
The fund assists them as well as many agencies 
in Georgia and the nation. 

The Atlanta Jewish Welfare Fund has an 
enviable record of service. This year the quota 
has been increased by about 90 per cent due 
to the severe conditions in Europe. Harold 
Hirsch, honorary president for life, served as 
president of the fund for three years. Henry 
A. Alexander is president and I. M. Weinstein, 
general chairman, of the 1939 campaign. Last 
year the fund was oversubscribed. 

While the drive essentially is a drive within 
the Jewish community, it is open to all citizens 
sensitive to the needs of any who are in want 
and who are persecuted. The fund has a splen- 
did history of achievement, and the Atlanta 
organization has come to be recognized as one 
of’ the most efficient in the nation. Its im- 
portance cannot be minimized. It is important 
from the standpoint of humanity and of civil- 
ization that as much as possible be salvaged 
from the disaster of Europe. Other communi- 
ties also have set larger quotas for this year 
and the Atlanta organization is determined to 
have a great success. This meeting of the hate 
and persecution in Europe with an answer of 
humanity and of the helping hand is, in the 
final analysis, the strongest answer and the 
one which eventually must prevail. All At- 
lanta will join in wishing the campaign the 
success it so richly merits. ‘ 


RURAL ENTERTAINMENT 


The third annual state-wide rural enter- 
tainment contest, under the direction of G. V. 
Cunningham, 4-H Club leader of the Georgia 
Agricultural Extension Service, is getting under 
way, in co-operation with schools and commu- 
nity organizations. The purpose of these year- 
ly events is to encourage local talent, promote 
better relations between urban and rural areas 
and awaken communities to their own possi- 
bilities. ' 

Programs suited for the out-of-doors are 
particularly to be featured again this year. No 
better plan for developing community leader- 
Ship has yet been devised than inviting young 
people to participate in local entertainments. 
Enjoyable and inexpensive recreation will be 
provided both for participants and audiences. 
Playing in orchestras, staging pageants, sing- 
ing and dancing, engaging in acrobatics and 
athletics, all tend to develop the co-operative 
spirit so necessary to the general good of the 
community. P 

Individual prizes, as well as those for com- 
munity winners in the various contests, are to 
be awarded. As a climax the finals in the con- 
tests are to be held, wherever feasible, during 
Farm and Home Week. 

A better understanding of the value of pull- 
ing together for the benefit of all is bound to 
result from these contests.

Within limits at least, this was sound 
philosophy so long as cotton prices were deter- 
mined by supply and demand, It is doubtful if 
its application could be justified either socially or 
economically, however, under present circum- 
stances. Five years of “contro!” by the govern- 
ment have produced an unprecedented situation 
in cotton, the central problem of which is rep- 
resented by the 11,000,000 bales overhanginy the 
market—surplus stocks held by the government 
on loans. We face a problem in cotton today which 
for social and political reasons is probably in- 
soluble by any sound economic formula. 
examination of the various plans that have been 
proposed to restore normal conditions in the cot- 
ton market must assume, therefore, that the ques- 
tion is not one of finding the perfect solution but 
of choosing the least obnoxious one. 

Three general approaches to the cotton sur- 
plus problem are being urged in Washington at 
the present time. One of these is the so-called 
Bankhead plan, approved by the senate agricu}- 
tural committee, under which the government 
would encourage farmers to reduce their acreage 


by offering them cotton out of the government 


loan stocks at a very advantageous price. The 


-second is an outright price-fixing plan, sponsdred 


by Senator Frazier, of North Dakota, and 16 of 
his colleagues. The third is the proposal put for- 
ward by the President last week calling for a 
combination of continuing crop loans and export 
subsidies—a proposal for a “two-price” system 
for the commodity. In the action taken on these 
three suggestions—assuming that one of them has 
to be chosen—the senate agricultural committee 
would appear to have shown good judgment.

If proof is 
wanted, the fact that the President’s peace plea to Germany and 
Italy leaked out of the French foreign office should be proof enough. 
Thus, in each move there are only two really big imponderables— 
the effect on the dictatorships, and the effect on American public 
opinion. ' : 

The truth is that the President’s task (self-assumed, to be sure) 
is extraordinarily delicate. He must contrive to frighten the dic- 
tatorships without frightening the American public. .Sometimes he 
goes too far, as he did at the beginning of last week. The com- 
pleteness of his denial of isolationism, while certainly frightening 
to the dictatorships, greatly upset the public by suggesting that, if 
war comes, the President feels this country ought to be a bellig- 
erent. The interpretation was exaggerated, but that did not alter 
the result. 3 

But, when the President has gone too far, he has always to date 
retrieved himself, as he did at the week’s end with the peace plea. 
Its emphasis on peace, its clarification of the issues cut the ground 
out from under the President’s critics. The signs are that public 
opinion has again moved up behind him, hardly noticing, mean- 
while, that the fleet has been returned to the “acific to immo- 
bilize the European dictatorships’ Japanese allies. 


WORLD AS HE SEES IT Considering it has been formulated 


_ with one eye on Hitler and the other 
on the man in the street, the continuity of the President’s foreign 
policy is distinctly remarkable. Yet one question remains. Why 
does he think it necessary to risk frightening public opinion in order 
to frighten the dictatorships? 

The answer is given in his denial of isolationism, and in the 
earlier statement of Secretary of State Cordell Hull, describing the 
economic miseries of isolation. The President sees the world as a 
single, indissoluble unit. He believes that, if Europe is ravaged by 
war, the whole world, including the United States, will suffer in the 


end. Those close to him report that there is no topic on which he 


is more vehement, or more scornful, than those who dissent from 
his viewpoint.

Reports seeping out of England 

indicate that Reichfeuhrer Adolf 
Hitler would be wise to think a 
number of times, quite seriously, 
before he provokes a «var with the 
old British lion today. The defense 
situation, at least, is far different 
than it was even six months ago 
and, if German air forces try to 
attack London, or any portion of 
the British Isles, they are quite 
apt to be unpleasantly surprised, 
from their viewpoint. 
Quentin Reynolds, writing in 
Collier’s weekly magazine, gives 
an analysis of British air strength 
under the significant title “Eng- 
land Won't Lose.” His summary 
amounts to a prediction that, while 
German planes could undoubtedly 
do much damage on British c-ties 
for a couple of months, at the end 
of that period they’d find them- 
selves, once more, doomed to even- 
tual defeat. 
England today, says Reynolds, 
has 4,000 first-line fighting planes 
and is rushing production on 5,00 
to 6,000 more. Reynolds talked 
with governmental and military 
leaders of Great Britain and sums 
up the defense situation as fol- 
lows:

| To Suffer. 


“That London will suffer and 
suffer horribly in the next war is, 
of course, a certainty. That thou- 
sands of her non-combatant citi- 
zens will be killed and maimed 
during the first few weeks is too 
obvious a fact for London to ig- 
nore. It must be remembered that 
London will have only about ten 
minutes’ warning of an air attack, 
if Germany is the aggressor. Ger- 
man bombers will take off from 
the Frisian Islands, north of Hol- 
land, only 350 miles from London. 

“With any luck German bomb- 
ers will be able to arrive over Eng- 
land before being sighted. The 
alarm will be given and intercep- 
tive British fighters must take to 
the air, climb to perhaps 25,000 
feet, all within. the ten minutes 
that it will take the German 
bombers to fly the 50 miles from 
the coast to London.

We 
have no important gun-making 
capacity in this country and it 
takes a long time to provide it. 
The same is true of our capacity 
to produce powder—explosives 
and propellants. We have no suf- 
ficient reserves of these to muni-

In the greatly increased com- 
plexity of infantry weapons — 
tanks, mortars, light cannon, anti- 
aircraft guns, automatic rifles and 
machine guns, we not only have 
no sufficient supply of these nor 
any proved capacity to produce 
the vast quantities required—we 
have not even finally determined 
on their ultimate design—or if we 
have, the decision has been made 
very recently. Even the tactical 
organization of infantry units is in 
a state of revolutionary flux. 

As for ship-building capacity, 
our available efficient yards are 
already committed for two years 
ahead. South American countries 
are unlikely to buy ships here 
when, as the Maritime Commission 
found, they cost very much more 
than ships built in Europe. 

Perhaps, at forced draft, we 
could turn out fighting aircraft 
fairly rapidly, but it is doubtful 
whether we could do so and still 
maintain commercial production, 
It is certain that we could not do 
both and also equip other coun- 
tries. Here, too, it is unavoidable 
that design is uncertain and un- 
satisfactory.

France was almost destroyed in 
1871 because, having been told 
that she was -ready “to the last 
shoe-latch,” she became bold 
enough to welcome a war with 
Germany—when she wasn’t ready 
at all and the Prussians were. The 
present humiliation of England 
and France is due to an exactly 
similar cause, 

It is sickening to a veteran to 
see us floundering around in ex~- 
actly the same blind alley we sé 
thoroughly explored in 1917.

If you read, “Revolt in the Desert,” you will remember that 
Lawrence gave generous praise to the rearguard of the German 
army that covered the retreat into Damascus. 4 

Cut down by hidden Arab snipers along the route, blasted by 
field artillery they couldn’t see, strafed by English pianes, the 
rearguard kept their morale and brought 5,000 safely into Damascus, 
All were sick and.a third were wounded when at last they sur- 
rendered to the British to save their lives. 

They were disarmed and quartered in a stockade, and then one 
night, in some mysterious way, the Arabs got at them. 

Crazed by hate and blood-lust; screaming “death to the Christian 
dogs!” the Arabs shot down the unarmed prisoners whe 
fight and hacked the others to death with their swo | 

Among the few who escaped were two young officers. | 

Years passed, and these two, having failed to find jobs at home 
in Germany, had enlisted in the French Foreign Legion.. They were 
with General Sarrail when he was given the job of suppressing @ 
“revolt” of Druse tribesmen. 

Van. Paassen was in Damascus when the bombardment. was 
ordered, but left before the massacre. j 

The two young German officers told him long afterward how 
the business was done. 

The city was shelled for 72 hours. Nobody knows how many 
were killed. When the firing stopped and the strain and uproar 
ended, the surviving inhabitants must have fallen asleep in utter 
exhaustion. Then, just before dawn, the infantry was sent in to 
finish the work with the bayonet. The suburbs were entrusted to 
the Senegalese—black fellows who used steel by preference. 

The two Germans said the black boys did splendid work. They 
caught the “Arab swine” asleep and butchered them while they 
screamed, 

There you have the typical story of war. The Arabs didn’t 
murder decent German boys; they merely killed “Christian dogs.” 
The Germans and Senegalese didn’t murder innocent men, women 
and children; they merely took just revenge on “Arab swine.” 

To justify war, we must first believe that people much like us are 
terrible béasts who deserve to die.

But this is never to overlook the 
need of some force tending always 
to bring southern wages to as high 
a point as can possibly be reach- 
ed—for it is these wages which 
make up a great part of the south- 
ern purchasing power to which 
southern industry is going to have 
to look in the long run.

“Deaf children, 
than those who can hear, should 
have educational advantages. Re- 
member they will soon be adults 
—that they must either earn their 
living or someone else must pro- 
vide them a living. The build- 
ings here need repair. My work 
has taken me to a number of states, 
but the Georgia school seems to 
have labored under greater difficul- 
ties than any other school I have 
known about. In spite of heavy 
handicaps, those in charge here 
have kept the standard of the 
classroom work remarkably high, 
particularly the primary and in- 
termediate grades. .. .” 

After reading carefully the two- 
paged, typewritten letter from the 
teacher at Cave Spring, I turned 
back to the morning paper and 
read again the story—265 boys 
and girls sent home; 29 teachers 
left without pay; appropriations 
this year being the lowest in 20 
years! , 

Two hundred and sixty-five 
children, destined to live in a 
world of silence, sent away from 
the one chance at an education 
with the frightening announce- 
ment that Georgia is not able to 
give them an ordinary education 
—that with all our boasted prog- 
ress, we have actually provided 
less for them this year than any 
year in the past two decades! 

I turned right sick at my stom- 
ach. I felt ashamed. Worst of 
all, I felt helpless. I had paid 
my taxes, and in that way I was 
supposed to have been helping 
take care of these deaf children, 
and the blind children, and the 
sick children of the state, that is, 
insofar as the government can 
represent us in these spheres, But 
something had gone wrong. Some- 
body had miscalculated. Instead 
of more mdéney for deaf children, 
there was less! What can I do? 
What can you do? What can any 
of us do? Something has got to 
be done!

Overweight 


Is Usually 


Result of -Over-Eating 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Anyone who is overweight to a. 
point that seems to call for an 
explanation prefers to regard the 
cause as anything but overeating. 
Many of you honestly believe that 
all your weight trouble can be 


laid to some unaccountable and 
unfair action of your glands. 

But if there were anything seri- 
ously wrong with your glands, it 
would, more than likely, be ap- 
parent to others. You might even 
be making headlines in the news, 
like one woman who gained at 
the rate of three pounds a day, 
approximately 20 pounds a week, 
and 240 pounds in three months! 
Since Christmas, her weight has 
jumped from 160 to 400 pounds. 
Her appetite is normal and she 
eats the same meals as other mem- 
bers of the family. 

Or, your glands might misbe- 
have with just the opposite results, 
as in the case of another woman 
who ate enough for ten people 
and lost weight. She had been 


‘eating about 20 times a day and 
in a year’s time had lost 25 pounds. 


As soon as the doctors took her 
in charge and made an adjustment 
in the functioning of the pancreas 
she got along very nicely on only 
three meals a day. 

Those cases, of course, are very 
unusual, but even ordinary cases 
of glandular disturbance are. com- 
paratively rare. According to sta- 
tistics, only about five out of 
every hundred overweights can 
blame it on their glands. What’s 
wrong with the other 95 per cent 
is just plain polyphagia, a high- 


‘sounding term for overeating. 


By the law of averages, you be- 
long to this second group, and al- 
though you may gain from one to 
three pounds a month, you can 
regulate your weight by cutting 
down on your caloric intake. Just 
try the 1,200-calorie menus for a 
couple of weeks and you'll see 
what happens! 

It may be true that your body 
processes are abnormally slow, 
that you burn very few calories, 


jand, consequently, the storage of 


fat comes easier for you than for 
others. If that is so, it is even 
more important that the fuel foods 
in your diet be decreased. You 
are unable to use large amounts 
of them and the quantity of your 
menus should be lessened to cor- 
respond with your low calorie re- 
quirements. At the same time; 
the menus must be kept high in 
quality vitamins, minerals and 
protein. You must have those 
elements in normal amounts. 
Yoy should never take any- 
thing to accelerate your metab- 
olism unless so advised by your 
physician. While taking such a 
drug, you should be under your 
doctor’s constant supervision be- 
cause the dosage not only varies 
with the individual, but it also 


varies as the individual undergoes 
a change in reducing. 

With the amazing knowledge 
available today regarding glandu- 
lar functioning, calories and the 
protective elements which safe- 
guard the health, it is possible for 
almost anyone to get down to 
normal weight. In most cases,

From time to time the conductor 
of tis column has expressed his 
opinion that standard surgical ton- 
sillectomy by the guillotine and 
snare method or by dissection is a 
pretty crude operation even in the 
most capable hands. Some readers 
have inferred that the conductor 
indiscriminately recommends the 
diathermy method (electro-coag- 
ulation) of treatment for infected 
tonsils. That is not so, and it is 
time to correct the misapprehen- 
sion. : 

Having studied the problem for 
many years, observing tonsillec- 
tomy by various specialists em- 
ploying various techniques each 
according to his individual views 
or training, and observing electro- 
coagulation by various specialists, 
each employing the technique or 
method he considered most satis- 
factory, I arrived at certain gen- 
eral conclusions which, I believe, 
are now accepted by most well- 
informed physicians: 

1. The diathermy method (elec- 
tro-coagulation) of extirpating 
tonsils, requires greater tact, pa- 


physician than the major opera- 
tion for removal of tonsils does. 

2. In the hands of the throat 
specialist, the competent surgeon 
or the general practitioner, the 
diathermy method is safer than 
the radical operation. 

3. So far as the after-effects are 
concerned the older, and as I be- 
lieve the cruder method of remov- 
ing tonsils is as satisfactory, to 
physician and patient, as the mod- 
ern method. There is no ground 
for the specious suggestion that 
the one method leaves more scar 
than the other. 

4. Possession of the finest and 
most expensive scalpels, scissors, 
guillotines or snares does not 
qualify a near-doctor to remove 
tonsils. Neither does possession of 
the finest and most expensive 
diathermy apparatus. 

5. Physicians who have had out- 
standing success with the modern 
method .of dealing with infected 
tonsils generally have what it 
takes.

Certainly you can say that for 
original pieces of Lowestoft china 
that survive to this day. It’s pret- 
ty risky to say anything more def- 
inite than that about Lowestoft 
china because it’s next to impos- 
sible to get at the bottom of the 
story. The only thing we can be 
really sure about is that there is a 
cherished heritage of china by that 
name that somebody of great tal- 
ent must have had a hand in. 


From Fine White Earth. 

Sifting the lore and legend, it 
seems that the factory making this 
ware was in existence from 1756 
to 1803, and that a Dutch sailor 
Was responsible for the idea of 
making porcelain from the fine 
white earth found at Lowestoft, 
England. Yet there are those who 
will stand you down that this in- 
teresting ware was really made in 
China, some insisting that it was 
decorated in China, too, others 
that the plain white bodies were 
brought overn.and decorated in 
Lowestoft. Equally positive are 
statements that all Lowestoft was 
made right there in the factory 
from start to finish. 

_Be that as it may, it reflects de- 
cisively the influence of Oriental 
design. That can be said for al- 
most any English china, but Lowe- 
stoft has a peculiar character of 
its own, a restraint that amounts 
almost to austerity in adaptations 
of Chinese motif. Often an in- 
dividual identification, a coat of 
arms, an initial or a name of the 
family for whom it was made are 
central designs. 


With a Heart Shape. 

Some of the most appealing 
pieces of Lowestoft that have sur- 
vived are marriage plates, which 
have conventional borders with a 
heart as the center medallion and 
in the heart the two names.

Now, I do not wish to start an argument between two 
schools of thought—that is, the baseball and golf schools of 
thought—but the fact remains that Charles Richardson Yates, 
of Atlanta, Ga., the golfing capital of the world, departed yes- 
terday, by easy stages, for Liverpool, where, on the Hoylake 
course in the Merry Month of May, he will defend his British 
amateur golfing title. 


. Growing threats of war don’t mean a thing as far 
as the British amateur is concerned. Plans are going 
— for a big tournament with the customarily huge 
gallery. 


- There is a remote chance that most of the Eng- 
lish and Scotch will be wearing uniforms by the time 
the ‘amateur comes off, but still the amateur will be 
patronized in a most enthusiastic fashion. 


Some may say that baseball strictly is an American game 
and does not have unusual appeal in England, where it’s really 
~~ eh to recognize cricket. And there may be something 
to that 

But golf wasn’t born—or reared—in England. It was in 
Bonny Scotland that the game overcame the early objections 
of parliament and rulers and finally emerged to become one of 
the most famous of international sports. 


Anyway, there is something definitely appealing 
about the spirit of the whole thing. Each day England 
appears to get more deeply involved in the fight against 

ictator nations and rearmament activities continue 
at a feverish pace. 


But there is no thought of neglecting the amateur, which is, 
after all; ONLY a sporting event. There may be something to 
that thought. England, France and the other nations which 
are democratic in spirit have maintained their sports games. 

Italy, Germany and the other Fascist groups have educated 
the people in war games. And war may come. But the British 
will have their golf—and like it. Like all right-thinking peo- 
ple, they prefer mashie shots or base hits to bayonets. 

. 


VIRTUALLY A LONE DEFENSE. 

This time Charlie Yates will make virtually a lon defense 
of the title which he won last year at Troon, Scotland. Members 
of the Walker cup team played last year, but. only Francis 
Ouimet.and a couple of others will accompany Yates across the 
sea. 

There definitely is a “‘hands-across-the-sea”’ spirit. in the 
nopular American boy returning to defend the title in. the face 
of growing threats to world peace. 


And quite likely this fact will be realized and appre- 
ciated by the British gallery. Yates may have more 
gallery support than any American who ever played in 
the amateur owing to the unusual circumstances in- 
volved. 

The odds are heavily against Yates repeating in the 
famous tournament, but the fact remains that he is a 
great competitor—a wonderful match player. 


In the recent Masters, Yates was playing very well. He 
tied for low amateur with Chick Harbert. Which was a neat 
performance. The year before—and before he went abroad to 
play in the British amateur—he finished an absolute last. 

As said, he is a real match player. He does much better 
playing an opponent than he does par. Golfers generally will 
follow the progress of the courageous young Georgian with 
keen interest next month,
